The first address of welcome pre- 
sented to Mr. Roosevelt was handed 
him by the boarding pilot, on behalf of 
the Pilots’ Association. This associa- 
tion was the last to speed the colonel on 
his departure from New York. Health 
Officer Doty was the first of those from 
shore to pay his respects to Mr. Roose-

After Rain Respite Mercury Climbs

CHICAGO, June 18.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Four more deaths, meking 
eleven in ali, directly due*to the heat 
wave that has struck Chicago, were 
reported to Coroner Hoffman today, 
and twelve.or mofe: prostrations oc-/} 
curred tn the streets and on elevated 
traine. 

A heavy downpour of rain brought 
temporary relief in the forenoon, and 
in its wake a cq@oling breeze sprang up, 
but it soon died.; The weather bureau 
announced that the hedt.wave was 
broken ahd that cooler’ weather for 
tomorrow was asspred, .but an hour} 
later the mercury. had. risen again, 
reaching the high point.of the ey 

At 3 o'clock the temperature 91 
deg. 

At midnight the mercury . registered 
80, and from that time until ¢ a.m. 
today the mercury cortinued to drop, 

« as low as 72 deg. at that; 
hour. At 10 a.m. it had’ fumped 15 
deg. upward, the thermometer regis- 
tering 87 deg. At 10:30 this morning, it 
was 88, and then the rain came and/ 
drove it down to 81 deg. a half hour 
later, but it went to 87 deg. at noon.

Much suffering was * reported 
throughout the city, and the police 
were kept busy hurrying to the aid of 
affiicted pedestrians. The most suf- 
ering was reported from the lower 
west side and the river wards. Wom- 
en and children chased after ice wa- 
gons in efforts to secure pieces of the 
ice. 

Physicians were kept busy answering 
ecalis, and police and hospital ambu- 
lances were on the run from early 
morning. Saloons anf soda fountains 
did a rushing business, and thousands 
of children found relief in the cooling 
waters of the lake. Ali the beaches, 
public and private, were jammed, 

Prostrations were numerous, and 
physicians declared that if the exces- 
sive heat spell was not broken soon 
many deaths would result. 

Swimming and wading pools in the 
different public playgrounds proved 
popular places for the little ones, and 
were crowded. At the public bathing 
beaches city and park policemen kept

AN ADDRESS BY 
F. HERRIN. 


Thinge Wise and Otherwise—Seitortal 
Review. 


The Times is in receipt of a copy of 
the notable address delivered by Wi!- 
liam F. Herrin on June 4 at Cor- 


vallis College, Oregon, where Mr. 
Herrin was graduated thirty-seven 
years ogo. 

The subject discussed was the du- 
ties of the e@ucated man and woman, 
particularily of the college graduate, 
to the country in the way of taking 
This is 
a government by the people, and un- 
less the people who govern themselves 
take proper action in their civic du- 
ties, the country must be badly gov- 
erned. If our educated people negiect 
these duties, the country cannot be 
so well governed as would be the case 
if such persons did take the interest 
due from them in this respect, 

The speaker quoted quite freely from 
the writings of Hon. James Bryce, 
and, therefore, we may be quite sure 
that a good deal said was to the 
point, and said not only well but 
wisely. 

Codrdinate with the school and co!l- 
leze as a source of information for 


the people, the address recognizes the 


influence and the obligation of the 
press. This is the point at which our 
attention is challenged, as will be the 
case with a good many other jour- 
nals in the country, upon noting the 
deliverances of a man of so much 
prominence and training as Williarn 
F. Herrin. 

We have referred already to the co- 
pious quotations from the writings of 
the Hon. James Bryce, and these quo- 
tations may well be classed under the 
head of the wise things in the ad- 
dress. We do not mean to say that 
the wise deliverances begin and end 
with the quotations, for Mr. Herrin, on 
his own part, gave the pupils of the 
Corvallis College most important and 
most proper advice and warning as to 
their course as citizens in helping in 
the governing of their country. Among 
the unwise things, we Wish unquallt- 
fiedly to include particularly some of 
Mr. Herrin’s views upon journalism. 
But of that a little later. We will take 
the paper up seriatim and treat of that 
matter when we reach it. 

Perhaps the best way to treat this 
lecture is by quoting it ipsissima 
verba. In this way we shal! proceed: 

“The people will always have as 
good government as their intelligence 
and patriotiem deserve, and no bet- 
ter. In the long run government can 
be made better only by the improve- 
ment of the public opinion upon which 
it reste.” . “Though we may 
not say precisely what public opinion 
is, I think we ean say with some de- 
gree of positiveness what it is not. It 
is not and never was what is said or 
done by the frenzied mob.” . . 
would eay that the true public opin- 
jon of a people is and must be the

except in times of public excitement. 
They then speak of public sentiment 
rome fully aroused, or of public —_~ 
emanding this or that.” . 
“Public passion may show itself ‘at 
such times, public caprice, public 
prejudice perhaps, but ‘not public opin- 
fon in the true meaning of that term. 
We must constantly bear in mind the 
great difference between public opin- 
lon and public clamor.” .. . “It is 
not my purpose to review the entire 
system of checks and balances which 
is so noteworthy a feature of our sys- 
tem of government, but to direct your 
attention to the wisdom of having our 
elections occur at definitely fixed and 
stated intervals, and of having the 
tenure of office of our public officiais 
determined by law . “To quote 
the words of President. Taft, ‘to op- 
| pose obstructions to sudden emotional 
movements of the people “not taken 
with the deliberation, necessary to se- 
cure wi - movements that ought 
to be delayed and held up until they 
could pass not only under the observa- 
tion of Philip drunk, but of Philip 
sober.’ ” “If our elections were 
not held at ‘stated times fixed by law, 
/ but were held, instead, at indefinite 
accordin to contingencies 
which might a , the result of such 
elections might easily turn. upon. the 
temporary excitement and passion of 
the people, and it might be impossible 
in many cases to have a sufficiently 
long campaign of education by which 
might: be secured the cool, deliberate 
judgement of the people, free from pas- 
sions and prejudices which often ex- 
ist temporarily, and which for: the 
time exercise a controlling influence.” 

We are taking the salient remarks 
from the discourse, and, to save room, 
are running them together typograph- 
ically, so to speak. We protveed: 

“The political salvation of our coun- 
try today depends upon the leadership 
of our educated men and women—wupon 
the men ahd women who have been 
trained to do their own thinking and 
who have been well grounded in the 
history of their own country and in 
the philosophy of ite inatitutions.” 

. “The creating and fostering of 
intelligent public opinion is an incom- 
parably more important matter, and 
one in which women may be quite as 
influential as men, and I have sorme- 
times thought that if those women 
whe have striven to secure the right 
to vote had but turned their labors 
toward the formation of a public opin- 
| fon in furtherance of the aims which 
| they expect to reach through su 
| they would have accomplished, and will 

accomplish in the future, much more 
| than could be gained by the privilege 
of voting. 

“It is not going too far to say that 
the stability attained by our govern- 
ment, thus far, has been due in no smal 
measure to the fact that in supreme 
crises men of responsibility have 
stocd their ground and have done their 
duty in spite of the clamorous outcry 
of the multitude and the revilings of 
an excited press. The men of whom 
this may be said did their noble part 
in making and directing sound public 
opinion. They did not, with ‘ears to 
the ground,’ listen for voices .that 


The instance is then cited of the 
war between France a England tn 
1793. This was e0o0n after our own 
Revolution. The American mind was 
very excited against England, and 
there was @reat popular clamor for 
us to take the side of France in the 
contest. Washington's excellent ex- 
ample in insisting upon this country 
standing perfectiy neutral was one of 
the instances where an intelligent and 
patriotic public man saved the coun- 
try from a great deal of trouble in 
the face of hostile popular clamor, 
which was afterward and soon rectified 
by sober public opinion. The speaker 
then referred to President Lineoin's 
administration, the trials he went 
through, and the firmness with which 
he stood against popular clamor for 
everything he thought was right. He 
quotes Joseph Choate to this effect: 
“No man was ever made the subject 
of such unwarranted abuse, vilifica- 
tion and ridicule as Abraham Lincoln.” 
The New York Tribune is cited, with 
its famous article headed, “Prayer of 
Twenty Millions of People,” published 
in 1862 and intended as a direct at-

tack upon President Lincoln. The 
martyr President stood unmoved, and 
in his “Reply to Horace Greeley” gave 


the American people a paper of such 
grave dignity, such unconscious pa- 
those and noble severity, that, as the 
college orator said, it ‘stands apart in 
the history of epistolary literature.” 

‘We now come naturaliy, after this ref- 
erence to the New York Tribune and 
Horace Greeley, to his discussion of 
journalism. 

“In journalism, as in politics, we 
have the inspiration of noble tradi- 
tions and the etimulus of great namas 
and high ideals. If journaliem teday 
does not universally occupy the high 
place it might, it has only itself to 
blame. Newspapers in many instances 
have misused their great power. They 
have employed the arts of the dema- 
gogue to obtain subscribers, just as a 
certain type of politician employs such 
art to win votes. I do not mean to 
imply that this is true of newspapers 
generally, any more than that it is 
true af politicians generally. Our 
eountry affords many notable in- 
stances to the contrary. Here in this 
State [Oregon) there is published a 
newspaper [evidently meaning the 
Oregonian] which has long sustained 
with signal ability and prestige higher 
traditions of journalism, a newspaper 
whose name has become a synonym 
for moral and intellectual force, one 
whose opinions and judgments are ac- 
corded serious consideration by think- 
ing people at home and abroad. Such 
a journal is truly a precious posses- 
sion, a thing to be valued as among the 
powers making for right and justice 
among men.’ 

Drawing a picture then of the other 
kind of newspaper, without conscience, 
wisdom, Intelligence or courage, Intent 
only upon making money, preferring 
to mislead the people if there 
penny in it. to leading them right if 
there is a penny logt, it is our opinion 
that the speaker misied, untntentional- 
ly, the young men to whom he spoke.

human error, human infirmities, hu- 
man prejudice and passion, than the 
press we have today. We venture the 
remark that if there were in America 
one hundred endowed newspapers 
scattered broadly over the country, 
they would vary in their types quite 
as broadly as any one hundred leading 
| journals in. the ceuntry do now, se- 
lected by haphazard or by “artificial 
selection,” if you please, unless they 
were all under the same direction and 
management. And then who is gottg 


| our readers «are familiar with the 


error, the certainty of all human lim- 
itations, and of human prejudice and 
passion as well, from the editorial 
management of the endowed journal? 
The management will be mortal, as is 
that of the press of teday. It will 
have its own reasons or incentives to 
divert it from the straight and narrow 
path of rectitude. It will be subject, 
when attacked or thwarted in its pur- 
poses, to the same outbursts of hu- 
man passion that we have under ex- 
isting circumstances. It will not be 
a free, unbiased press. As sure as 
human infirmities persist in all of us, 
it will be a journal of narrow views, 
of narrow sympathies, even of  per- 
verted views and perverted sympa- 
thies, and it will not appeal to the 
public. The very fact of its being 
lifted above the necessity of earning 
its living will make it - unresponsive, 
not only to public passion and mob 
clamor, put to the “reasoned public 
opinion” for which Mr. Herrin is prop- 
erly pleading. By all means let that 
speaker, or Mr. Carnegie, or any other 
rich man set a-going his endowed 
newspaper, and if the management can 
teach the rest of us anything worth 
while, we shall soon learn the lesson 
and follow it. We are speaking of 
the intelligent, conscientious, good 
type of journal. ‘It will be very glad 
of lessons, and not care from what 
source they may come. If it can es- 
tablish “the deliberate and reasoned 
judgment of the community,” or help 
it, or direct it in any way, we shal! 
be glad of its advent in the journal- 
istic field. 

The paper of which we are treating 
is a long one, but we cannot close this 
analysis of it without reference to cer- 
tain innovations in- governmental ex- 
periments referred to by the speaker. 

“These innovations proceed upon the 
assumption that no particular train- 
ing or skill is necessary to enact 
laws, that the influence of the man in 
the street is every bit as vaiuable as 
the opinion of the experienced states- 
man, and that where a man’s inten- 
tions are vaguely good, neither knowl- 
edge nor judgment is necessary fot 
his guidance.” . . “The tatest of 
these governniental innovations, ‘the 
recall,’ is directly opposed to the prin- 
ciple of representative government. It 
tends to breed a type of public man 
who always has his ear to the ground. 
a man who has no opinions or convic- 
tions of his own, and whose one aim 
is to keep in office by turning. him- 
self into a political weathercock, ad- 
usted to-ev passing gust of popu- 

r caprice. He has no fixed standards 
of right or wrong, but always will 
be found on the side of what he b>- 
Neves to be the majority: if the ratio 
of numbers should change over night, 
his allegiance will change with them, 
and the morning will find him fighting 
on the side of that cause which he 
opposed the day before.” ... “A 
moment's refiection will show how 
dangerous &@ weapon it must be in the 
hands of a disgruntied and unscrupu- 
lous minority, for it may easily be in- 
voked against good men as against 
bad men. It is a certain and poersiat- 
ent menace to independence of thought 
and integrity of action, at the same 
time holding no terrors for the con- 
scienceless and shifty time-server.

“It is not difficult to account for the 
attention which well-meaning but un- 
eritical people give to loudly-heralded 
short-cuts to political perfection. That

y and even in the face of repeated 
disappointments, is a mark of that as- 
piration which pervades the American 
character. But that aspiration—even 
moral aspiration—uninstructed by 
knowledge, unregulated by judgment, 
may, in the sphere of constructive pol- 
itics, work infinite mischief. Those 
who proceed under its impulses, greed- 
ily clutching at everything that offers 
or appears to offer reilef from the 
shortcomings of our system, may be 
compared to the manin the crowd 
who offers his money for the patent 
nostrum that may mask the symp- 
toms of his disease even while aug- 
menting its real virulence.”’

COMPANY OPPOSES PAYMENT. | 

Judge Moss yesterday heard partially

There were at least three thous- 
and people present. The scene was ani- 
mated. A brass band greatly enlivened 
the occcasion with patriotic selections. 
Great enthusiasm prevaded the entire 
assembly, and harmony and good fee!l- 
ing aburdantiy prevatied.

NINE MEN IN A BOAT. 

Nine men went down the Colorado in 
a boat last week to find out for the 
water users of Imperial Valley—or 
such of them. as are from Missouri— 
just what the river has been doing 
and what it is Mkely to do in the 
deita. The nine men walked, waded, 
swam and wallowed out through the 
jungle and came: home full of infor- 
mation and vast respect for Vme pow- 
er of the Colorado in flood. The boat 
—three boats, to be exact—did not 
come back. <A gasoline launch and 
two row boats iaden with blankets 
and grab were abandoned in the Abe- 
jos, and if the river does not sink 
them and cover them with silt tley 
muy be useful to some one some time. 

The party that left Yuma on the 
morning of June 10 consisted of En- 
gineer C. K. Clarke of the C. D. Com- 
pany; J. T. Rice, superintendent of 
water company No. 12; Raymond H. 
Satterwhite, County Surveyor C. N. 
Perry. Supervisor Sydney McHarg, 
Engineer Frank Olmstead, Albert Rob- 
inson, Allen Kelly and Roy Jernagan. 
The last-named is the owner and pilot 
of the launch. Mr. Robinson is fore- 
man of the C-M cattle outfit below 
the line, and knows the topography of 
the delta and the waterways better 
than any other man. He was per- 
suaded to go as guide for the party. 
Mr. Olmstead is collecting data on the 
canal system for Chief Engineer Hood 
of the Southern Pacific, and joined 
the party to get an opportunity to 
study the river conditions. 

From a point two or three miles be- 
low the lower heading the party 
passed through ten or a dozen bores 
indicating cutting of the river bed and 
recession of grade. In some cases 
the riffle waves. were three or four 
feet high, and occasionally it was 
necessary to cut loose the skiffs and 
take them around the riffies in shal- 
low water in order to keep the launch 
under control while running the rap- 
ids and whirlpools. The velocity of 
the current was noticeably greater 
than it had been before the change in 
course to the Gulf, and it became ap- 
parent that the launch, which had 
made previous voyages to the Gulf 
and back, would not be able to buck 
the current on a return trip until the 
The river was 
rising when the party left Yuma, and 
on Saturday was discharging more 
than 67,000 second feet._

At the 
point of diversion into the new chan- 
nei the river was found to be 1700 
feet wide, with two channels of swift 
water and a wide stretch of shallow 
water somewhat choked with snags 
and drift. The water was boring con- 
stantiy and the riffies were shifting 
rapidiy. A roaring rapid would de- 
velop suddenly, tose and foam for an 
hour or two, and then subside, leav- 
ing a smooth stretch of swift water, 
and as the river rose the drift would 
be loosened and go sailing down to 
join the jam below. Green trees fell 
into the river with caving banks at 
frequent intervals, and some of them 
came down stream and lodged for a 
while in the shallows. The Abejos cut 
was through a forest of cottonwoods 
and willows, and all the timber swept 
away is in the big jam down in the 
delta, holding the flood waters back 
from the Pescador and. turning them

of the party tried to get the launch 
back into the old river or find a way 
down the Abejos that would not he 
impossible to negotiate on a return 
trip.. The pilot of the launcly con- 
cluded that his engine did not have 
power enough to buck the current, 
and he put in the afternoon trying to 
get more power by reAdjusting parts. 
while half the party prospected to the 
east for a way out of the jungle to 
'the government levee on the Arizona 
side. Smashing a way through dense 
thickets in a temperature of 120 was 
hot work, and the pioneers returned at 
night some tired and unsuccessful. 

Sunday morning the pioneer party, 
consisting of Clarke, Perry, McHarg 
ahd Robinson, armed with axes, re- 
sumed exploration to the east on a new 
line and hacked their way through the 
jungie to an old Indian trail that led 
them to the end of the levee. They 


he | expected to find the Reclamation Serv- 
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ice telephone line along the levee, but 
poles and wires had disappeared for 
several miles, and the levee itself was 
neglected and abandoned to weeds, 


was cutting back tat ‘brush and gophers. Grass had grown 


in two old breaks, and in one the wa- 
ter was shoulder deep. On both sides 
were abandoned cabins and farms gone 
back to the jungle. Six miles up the 
levee the pioneers came to a ranch 
and found that a wagon could be ob- 
tained there. Then they returned to 
the camp on the Abejos. having 
tramped, waded and hewed their way 
for twenty miles or niore. . 
HARD TRIP. 

But one of the boats seemed fit for 
a trip down into the Abejos rapids, 
therefore, the party divided on 


Monday morning, Clarke, Perry. Mc- 
Harg and Robinson going down the 
Tiver in the boat. ‘The others aban- 
doned the launch and the other boat, 
after further futile attempts to get 
them back into the old river, and some 
Mafrow escapes from turning turtle 
in the rapids, and made their way out 

= the trail blazed on Sunday, ar- 
riving in Yuma late in the afternoon. 
he boat party had the hardest hike. 
went down the Abejos fifteen 
miles to Campo Leno, running through 
twelve recession bores, and then wal- 
lowed through mud and quicksand, 
hauling and shoving the boat and 
clinging to the gunwale to keep thelr 
heads above the mud, to the new 
levée, where they got into commun!- 
cation by telephone with the C-M 
ranch. An automobile was sent down 
to the levee, and the river explorers 
arrived in Calexico at 2 o'clock in the 
morning.

delivered the biows. Like Lovett and 
Yoakum. he was the son of a farmer.

Afterward, wita Mark 
Hopkins as a partner, he dealt in 
hardware. In 1860, the year of Lov- 
ett's birth, he put his plans for a 
transcontinental railway on paper.

Only recently an irrigation company 
with a capital stock of $1,500,000 was 
formed for the purpose of constructing 
a canal and ditch system in Western 
Texas to reclaim 22,000 acres of land 
situated above the vallev of the Pecos 
River.. The main canal of this pro- 
posed irrigation system will be sixty- 
five miles long. It will carry the 
water to level stretches of desert up- 
land which no one ever dreamed until 
recently of irrigation. In the vicinity 
of Fort Stockton, Texas, the immense 
flow of springs is being utilized to ir- 
rigate many tracts of farm iand, al- 
though the locality is at present fifty 
miles from the nearest railread point. 
BETTER THAN DRY FARMING. 
Water is the most valuable asset of 
the Southwest. By its proper use an 
acricultural empire may be made of 
this arid region. Witheut water the

RENO DIVORCE MILL. 


(Continued From First Page.) 


known till the day of trial. The 
Reno bar is considerate of reputations. 

Many people among the poorer class 
who come to Reno for divorce are not 
known to be seeking separation till the 
fact is brought out in trial. Sever- 
al shop girls have turned out to be di- 
vorcees Improving their time during 
A local paper had 
two reporters, a compositor and a s0+ 
ciety editor, all in Reno for the same 
purpese—that of resuming the un- 
married state. (it is interesting to note 
that most of the time servers are wom- 
en. NO more than a dozen men are 
there for divorce purposes. The wom- 
en run up into the hundreds.) 

But the people seeking divorce do not 
form in themselves the whole of the 
transient colony. Many of them come 
equipped with affinities. Many are 
joinéd by their unmarried escorts dur- 
ing their residence. Wealthy noa-res- 
ident cattlemen and gambdiers come 
to Reno for the sole purpose of tend- 


; ing their financial! aid to tne lonely and 


unprotected ladies who are waiting for 
divorce. Numerous households of a 
queer and unconventional nature are 
established. 

In addition, young men of sportive 
dispositions seek precincts of 
Reno for. the purpose of instigating 
temporary relationships with the lax 
members of the colony. Then there 
are numerous relatives, fathers, aunts 
and uncles who accompany the pseu- 
do-respectable seekers of freedom. 
When Galey. the steel trust magnate, 
came to Reno for a divorce, being in 
bad health, he brought a coterie of 
handsome, young trained nurses. From 
current reports “they all calied him 
“Jimmy,” and spent money lavishly. 
Besides ali these, there are what 
are known as “ringers{'—prostitutes 
from other cities who me to Reno 
and pose as members of the colony. 
They are thus enabled, by virtue of 
their standing, to di of their 
commodity at greatly advanced prices. 
Thus it can be seen that, indirectly, 
the colony influences the population. 
For every woman in Reno for divorce, 
there is at least one other person, 
and, in a great many instances, two 
and three. Assuming there are 400 
women (I think the facts will justify 
this assumption) it is safe to say that 
at least 1000 of the population (inclu- 
sive) is due to the divorce activity. 
But whatever: the number it is suffi- 
cient to color decidedly the popula- 
tion. One meets these six-month resi- 
denis everywhere—on the streets, in 
the parks, in stqres, in the theaters, 
at all the restaurants, and at the dif- 
ferent hotels. The largest and best 
apartment-house in Reno, I under- 
stand, is maintained exclusively by 
divorcees-to-be. No sooner an 
apartment vacated by a some-time 
wife than a now near-widow steps in. 
The second largest apartment-house is 
in very much the same condition. Its 


chief source of revenue is from 
strangers in Reno for a six-month 
visit. The third largest apartment- 


house is under suspicion, although the 
proprietor assured me there weren't 
“very many divorcees” in his hostelry. 
Rumor has it otherwise. Many of the. 
best houses in the residence district 
are rented to expectants. These peo- 
ple are scattered all over the town. 
A short time ago a whole street was 
on the waiting list. 

DIVORCE INCOME. 
Now, a great proportion of the bi- 
annual pilgrims in this Mecca of 
Broken. Hearts has considerable 
money. Many of them are wealthy. 
Several are millionaires. Anticipating 
munificent alimony, they are prodigal 
with the'r money. They buy the best 
of things. Their patronage makes a 
decided addition to the business bud- 
get of the town. One of the biggest 
tailering firms in Reno ts largely sup- 
ported py this trade. One of the best 
restaurants built a large addition to 
accommodate these women and their 
escorts. 
Gray, Reid & Wright, the principal 
department store in Reno (a depart- 
ment store, by the way, large and fine 
enough fer a town of $0,000) send an- 
nually a apécial buyer to Paris to re- 
plenish the suit stock with Ruedela- 
paixian gowns. The store accommo- 
dations of Reno, though, in all 
branches, are excellent—and the prices 
are also excellent. The Riverside 
Hote! is worthy of a town three times 
the size of Reno. The operahouse is 
a beautiful, large building, and pre- 
sents many of the firat-class attrac- 
‘tions. A large percentage of the pa- 
\tronage to these places is from the 
divorce cotony. 

In practically every commercial line 
the influx of this money is left., And 
it must be 
outside money. It is all brought from 
other States and @umped into Reno's 
coffers through the retailers. A mem- 
ber of the divorce colony, who signed 
herself Lillian W., wrote to a local 
paper in answer to an article which 
the paper had printed, thus: “If it 
were not for the revenue this jay town 
receives from the colony, grass would 
be sprouting through the cracks in the 
asphalt pavement on Virginia street.” 

This is exaggerated, but the crux 
of the situation is there. A large pro- 
portion of the municipal wealth is 
traceable to the colony. These people 
are looked upon as the legitimate prey 
of the retailers. Prices are crowded 
up to the limit. It sometimes reaches 
such a point that a public complaint 
is made. From the lawyers to the 
laundrymen—all down the line—the 
local people make the best of their 
monetary transactions with the di- 
vorce candidates, The rental paid by 
these people is Jn many instances ex- 
orbitant: and not seldom they 
called upon to contribute to public 
funds. Among these residents and 
their imported companions are many 
philanthroptsts. Their names are on 
the subscription lists for the new Y. 
M.C.A. building and similar enter- 
prises. 

The leading divorce lawyer in the 
town won't touch a case for less than 
$250. His fee ‘s not seldom $5000. 
There are a few cheaper lawyers but 
the prices are kept high. In the firet 
place, poor people, as a rule, can't 
come across continent for divorce, nor 
can they pay the costs necessary for a 
suit in Reno. Living, too, in Keno is 
high. It costs twice as much as in 
California. 

Estimating 1000 people spending on 
an average of $5 each daily, we find 
that $150,000 outside money goes intu 
Reno monthly. In a year it would 
amount ot nearly $2,000,000. These fig- 
ures of mine were corroborated by es- 
timates from some of the best posted 
business and professional men of the 
place. 

'. In a town of 9000 population, with 
no other large source of Income, this 
money can be sald to keep the com- 
munity alive. Reno, Goldfield, Carson 
City and Tonopah were all boom 
towns, their vitality deriving from the 
mining activities of a few years ago. 
The boom is over. The wild-cat 
schemes queéered the mining game, till 
now much of the Nevada mining stock 
is a drug on. the market. When the 
mining boom. punctured by over-zeal, 


began to exhale, the diverce colony 
commenced to formulate in Reno. On

MAGNETIZING INFLUENCES. 

Let us not see what conditions in- 
fluenced the popularity of Reno as @ 
home of men and women seeking di- 
vorce. What conditions contributed to 
this state of affairs? 

In the first place, the prevailing so- 
cial stigma attached to divorcees (as 
well as the unpleasant publicity of di- 
vorce trials.) keeps a great many well- 
known people from taking their do- 
mestic troubles into court in their 
home city. Prominent people with 
means almost invariably seek the 
courts in some other_part of the world 
- which to air their marital infelici- 

es. 

Now, in the selection of a place, the 
prospective divorcee will naturally 
choose the one where the greatest ex- 
pediency and the smallest amount of 
publicity are ta be had. The length 
of time one must live in a city to be- 
come a statutory residtnt thereof in- 
fluences greatly the selection of a lo- 
‘cality In which to bring sult, Time 
was when Dakota was enriched by the 
Mflux because she had a six months’ 
residence law. But now one must tive 
in Dakota a year before one may in- 
stitute legal proceedings. At present, 
Nevada is the only State in the Union 
where a year or more is not required 
to establish citizenship: its period of 
residence is six months. Add to this 
the leniency of the Nevada law in di- 
voree procedure, and one will have the 
legal reasons why Nevada is prefe 
by embryonic divorcees, 

In Nevada, im special instances, 
when the defendant may be found in 
the State, suit may be filed without 
establishing a residence. There is also 
in Nevada the greatest number of 
grounds on which. divorce is obtaina- 
ble, and fm all uncontested cases the 
sole testimony of the plaintiff, without 
corroborative proofs, is sufficient to 
establish the allegations of the com- 
plaint. Where there is no real contest 
to the sult, one is not subjected to 
}embarrassing cross-examination; and, 
when the divorce is granted, it is a de- 
eree absolute, making it possible for 
the divorcees to remarry immediately. 
Furthermore, the courts of Nevada are 
always in session to hear testimony in 
uncontested divorce cases, and on ap- 
plication of counsel, plaintiff may have 
the hearing conducted in the private 
chambers df the judge and avold pub- 


licity. 
THE AWAKENING. 

The divorce laws in Nevada were 
brought to light in the famous Corey 
case in 1904, when an eastern lawyer 
discovered the legal facility: of obtain- 
ing a decree in Nevada. But the Da- 
kota habit had not yet worn off, and 
it was several years later before Reno 
was selected by the unhappily married. 
although in the interim there had been 
a steadily increasing number of di- 
vorce suits filed by new residents. The 
raising of the Dakota term of resi- 
dence from six months to one year: 
gave a sudden impetus to the divorce 
movement in Nevada. Seeing this ten- 
dency. a number of the Reno lawyers 
put their noses together, and, by a 
subtle, yet efficacious, system of ad- 
vertising, turned the attention of the 
world on Reno as a divorce center. 
This concerted effort of the Reno legal 
profession had a decided influence. 
People began arriving from all quar- 
ters of the country for the purpose 
of obtaining decrees. 

Probably the greatest factor in the 
influencing of these people to the town 
of Reno was William H. Schnitzer, a 
shrewd Jewish lawyer. who for eight- 
een years had been figuring out di- 
vorce cases in New York and Nevada. 
Schnitzer conceived the idea of issuing 
an eighteen-page booklet called “Dt- 
vorce Practice and Procedure Under 
the Laws of the State of Nevada.” In 
this alluring booklet is set forth, in 
compilation and digest. the divorce 
statutes of Nevada and the great and 
numerous advantages of selecting 
Reno as a place for the dissolution of 
the marriage tie. The book is optimis- 
tic and encouraging. It reads like a 
real-estate prospectus. It was sent by 
the thousands throughout all of the 
larger eastern cities. Divorce lawyers 
in all the principal cities received large 
quantities—ef this booklet. And almost 
immediately following this extensive 
advertising a rapid influx of prospec- 
tive divorcees began in Reno. 

This was in 1907. And the number of 
divorce filings in Reno has steadily in- 
creased from that date. In the month 
of May of this year, the County Clerk's 
records showed the greatest number of 
divorce filings in the history of the 
State. 

Coupled with all this publicity, as a 
factor in the increased business of the 
divorce mill, must be considered the 
topographical beauty of Reno and the 
circumjacent country. It is perhaps 
the best place to establish a residence 
in the State of Nevada. In Aa green 
valley, at the foot of snow-capped 
hills. on the shores of the Truckee—a 
wide, crystalline river—is situated the 
town. The streets are broad. There 
fs abundant foliage. At an elevation 
of 4500 feet. on the main line of the 
Southern Pacific Rallway two hours 
from Lake Tahoe—Reno offers many 
advantages to the visitor. 

A FEW STATISTICS. 

Let us see what the statistics show 
in regard to the actual number and 
percentage of divorces in Reno. The 
record for 1907 shows that Reno alone 
had filed in the County Clerk's office 
three times as many suits for divorce 
as the whole State had during the pre- 
ceding year. And each year since then 
the average has been increased in Ne- 
vada. Nineteen hundred and eight 
and 1909 showed solid gain; to date, In 
1910, the divorce industry In Nevada 
is larger than ever before. And few 
cases are contested In 1908 the sum- 
monses in only eight cases wee an- 
swered by the defendant; the percent- 
age was the same in ve 1909 and to 
date, of this year. Only in about one 
case in sixty is any resolute contest 
entered. When it is remembered that 
no proof whatever is needed by the 
plaintiff in uncontested cases, it is easy 
to imagine the rapidity with which di- 
vorces are handed down. Of the sixty 
cases now tabulated on the court cal- 
endar, fifty-four are divorce vases. 
Last month, which was a fairly aver- 
age month, there were four times as 
many decrees of divorce issued as 
marriage licenses. 

Divorce in Reno is an industry, con- 
stantly on the increase. Under the 
present Nevada laws the most trivial 
causes are recognized as grounds of 
divoree. It is undoubtedly true that 
in Nevada the applicant for divorce 
without deception or fraud, upon al- 
most any charge from which lack of 
tharmonious relations may be reason- 
ably inferred, may apply to the courts 
and secure prompt resuits by a decree 
ef absolute divorce, valid and binding 


in law. 
The complaint in the majority of 
the cases is either for desertion or 


cruelty, although cruelty seems to have 
a little the best of it. The laws in 
Nevada are of such a jiberal nature 
that practically any cause may come 
under this head. Adultery is looked 
on in Nevada as cruelty, and if the 
real cause of the complaint is aduyl- 
tery, it is not seldom entered as cru- 
elty and admitted as valid. 

But all of these are surface causes. 
The real cause, in nine cases out of

Now let us turn to another phase 
of the divorce question in Reno. We 
have seen the city in its externals, 
as it appears to the casual o ; 
we have estimated the number of di- 
vorce seekers in Reno and their com- 
panions; w> have looked into the causes 
that have brought these refugees to 
the mountain State; we have looked 
into the method of legal procedure. 

BENEATH THE SURFACE. 
Let us now go beneath the exter- 
nais; let us look at some of the re- 
sults in a town whose chief industry 
is divorce. In the first place, a great 
majority of the women who come to 
Reno for divorce are of an unconven- 
tional type. Their mode of living and 
their. habits attest to this. A great 
many of them, as I have said, es- 
tablish households with wealthy. cat- 
tlemen and mblers 
in Reno is due -solely to the antici- 
pation of such an establishment. Oth- 
er of the women live with their “af- } 
finities’”; in many.inatances they are 
quite frank about their relations, jive 
openly together, walk the streets braz- 
enly. - These pre-divorce couples do not 
haunt the hoteis, however. They rent 
apartments or flats. In the case of a 
great many candidates for divorce, the 
morais are lax to a degree which would 
be tolerated in few other cities. 

I have spoken of the prostitutes from 
other cities who pose as divorce can- 
didatées. Whether the local policédo 
not know about them or don’t care 
about them, would have to be ascer- 
tained before making any accusations 
against the city. However, these wom- 
en are permitted to ply their trade 
openly; they register at the best ho- 
tels;: they insinuate themselves into 
the families of Reno and from all ap- 
pearances the result of their endeay- 
ors is munificent. In Reno a man 
with money wou'd have no. difficulty, 
if so inclined, to make a femini 
annexation, either temporary or pér- 
manent. 

A sight not rare in Reno Is that of 
members of the divorce colony being 
seen on the streets and in restaurants 
with young men of half their age. 
A local paper, commenting upon the 
situation, writes editorially as follows: 
“If current rumors be well founded, 
the Reno City Council ought to ring 
off on all other business for awhile 
and enact an ironbound, efficacious or- 
dinance, a kind of game law, so to 
speak. protecting the guileiess youths 
of this town against the wiles of the 
man-hunters in the colony, making the 
closed season from May to August: 
The slaughter of the innocents of late

AT THE UNTIVERSITY. 
Reno is the home of the State Uni- 
versity, of which there is an enroll- 
ment of five or six hundred, and I 
think it more or less significant that 
many applicants for divorce, both 
pseudo afd genuine, who have prob- 
ably never seen the inside of a uni- 
versity before, have enrolled at Reno 
in special courses. It is probably 
more significant when these women are 
seen on the streets with students of 
the university, and that when the wom- 
en students of the ‘university give 
dances and receptions, car@fully ex- 
cluding the student members of the 
divorce colony. 


“It would astonish 
you,” a doctor said to me, “if you 
knew the things I know about the 
physical condition of the women here 
for divorce. And not only that,” he 
added, “but I have under my care 
at present more than one university 
student; and the history of such cases 
is not difficult to trace.” 

An interesting indication of the di- 
vorce situation is the advertisements of 
lawyers in the Reno papers. They ad- 
Vertise divorces their specialty, stat- 
ing that cases can be conducted in a 
strictly confidential manner an.! ‘won 
without embarrassment. These adver- 
tisements appear daily. Also the inzpec- 
tion of real estate rental signs reveals 
evidence of the obvious catering to di- 
vorce-seekers. The location of a cot- 
tage or flat for rent is indicated solely 
by its distance from the courthouse, 
such as, “For rent, five-room modern 
cottage, furnished. Only one block 
from courthouse. Rental $60," oF 
“Furnished flat, four rooms. Walking 
distance from courthouse. Rent, $55.” 

I have enumerated many of the 
tangible signs which indicate the di- 
vorce consciousness in Reno. The in- 
visible signs are even more. Divorce 
is the principal topic of conversation: it 
is the one unfailing subject of jest. 
The hotel clerk discusses it to you over 
the register. The barber furnishes it 
with every shave. The butcher, the 
baker and the candlestick-maker are all 
busy rolling over the latest divorce 
news und inspecting it. The local pa- 
pers devote their largest headings to 
divorce matters and print column after 
column of divorce news daily. The 
Reno Weekly devotes its largest de- 


The sub title to this department is 
“Together we stand: divided we stand 
it hetter.” It is impossible to be In any 
gathering of men or women in Reno 
without hearing some item of divorce 
or some gossip of the prospective di- 
vorcees. It is a form of pleasantry. In 
Reno it takes the place of the weather 
in other cities. The town seems to 
have turned into a community of 
quiduncs on the divorce question. 
THE MORAL ATTITUDE. 
What is the moral attitude of the Re- 
no people towards the divorce indus- 
try, you ask? It is largely one of toler- 
ation, even one of actual 
ment. It means the bread and butter 
in a great many instances of the busi- 
ness men; and the wives of the busi- 
ness men throw their social doors open 
to the members of the colony. To the 
social entertainments given by the best 
element in the city are invited the men 
and women who are there for only six 
months. One of the most prominent 
men of the town, an officer of the Com- 
mercial Club and the head factor in 
the Y.M.C.A. movement, said there 
wasn't a divorcee in the town that was 
not welcome in his family. He went so 
far as to say he would almost vouch 
for the virtue of these women. 
Gradually the town of Reno has come 
to look upon the members of the di- 
vorce colony as desirable citizens. And 
there may be some excuse for such an 
attitude. At any rate, as near as I can 
judge, the town as a whole is distinctly 
in favor of the present condition of 
affairs. This attitude was plainly set 
forth recently when the Bar Associa- 
tion of Washoe county began disbar- 
ment proceedings against William \H. 
Schnitzer for unethical conduct. T 
Gazette (a paper whose politics are op- 
posed to those of Mr. Schnitzer, came 
forth in a long editorial in defense of 
his method of advertising Reno as a 
divorce colony, saying that “in the 
eyes of the public the whole affair is 
unworthy of a body of men (Le., the 
Bar Association,) which includes in its 
membership names which belong on the 
roli of our finest citizens."" The fact 
that already there is a motion on foot 
to withdraw the proceedings is indica- 
tive of the public sentiment on the sub- 
ject. In passing it might be remarked 
that the two divorce judges in Reno, 
Judge John 8S. Orr and Judge W. H. 
A. Pike, are both happily married; the

UNSOLVED NEBULAE,

if instruments of greater power could 
be used, the most Aificult of these ob- 
jects could thus be resolved. But the 
sagacious Herachel suspected that some 
peculiar-looking nebulae were simply 
vast flelds of incandescent. gas-—the

Bon Voyage Book.

Book,” says an exchange. To make 
this procure a large sheet of red card 
board and as many envelopes as there 
will be days on shipboard. Cut two 
pieces of cardboard a trifle er 
than an envolep and lay them aside 
for the covers of the book. 
of the cardboard should be 
pieces just large enough to fit 
ly into the envelopes. 

Then look over your magazines and 
clip out appropriate little pictures.

Some one has said that Si 
is an island swinging iike a diamond 
pendant off the southern tip of the 
Malay Peninsula, and only separated 
by a narrow strait of three-quarters 
of a mile from the mainiand of Asia. 
It ts one of the many islands that 
decorate the central seas and form a 
link in that tmportant chain extend- 
ing south to Australia.

It bas been found 
that the only way to assimilate these 
foreigners is by education, and while 
the public schools and numberiess | 
penevolent and patriotic organizations 
are assisting in the work, the mine 
operators are really leading in_ it.

First, the business demand, which re- 


quires that the pupil be equipped in 
school as a perfect machine to take a 
certain place in the manufacture and 
sale of goods, and that all other forms 
of education that mignt tend to make 
him less obedient to the requirements 
of trade be dispersed with. 
Second, the social demand, which re 
quires that, while the pupil must be 
equipped to perform effectively his 
share of the world’s. work in some 
specified department of activity, he 
shall also be so educated that he will) 


become a thinking, iszant unit 
society, capable of rstanding s0-| 
ciety and lielping to guide its des 


tintes. 

If the first demand triumphs, ft fs in- 
evitable that social stagnation will re- 
sult; that society will become perma- 
nently stratified—one class owning and 
managing the earth, the other class do- 
ing the work, with the sole ambition of 
working and being fed. 

If the second demand triumphs, a 
thinking working class will see to it 
that social evolution is not impeded, 
that the interests of the whole people 
are conserved and that industry bde- 
comes more and more democratized, to; 
the end that mankind may be happier 
and healthier and wiser.

State Mineralogist Aubury has sent 
to the State Printer’s office at Sacra- 
mento, subject to trifling alterations 
that may be made when later returns 


have failed to report up to date, the sta- 
tistical mineral returns for Catfornia 
for the year 1909, exclusive of the gold, 
sliver and platinum figures which are 
being collected by the United States 
Census Bureau. 

Leaving the gold and silver out, the 
total reaches the great figure of $61,- 
324,025. The addition of the precious 
metals will easily bring the aggregate 
of mineral production for California, 
in the year 1909, up to $80,000,000 and 
Probably considerably more. 

The advance in the total annual 
value of mineral production as com- 
pared with 1908, will be about $14,000,000 
at least In round figures, The statis- 
tics of the past three years, including 
actual returng and also the returns and 
the rough estimate of the precious me- 
tals for 1909, are as follows: 1907-—-855.- 
697,949; 1908—$66,363,198: 1909—$80,000,000. 

The figures indicate a growth since 
1907 in annue; mineral production in 
the State of California of $25,000,000, 
in round figures, which is sufficient to 
attract wide attention.

grain, beans, butter and hogs. Most of 
the dairy lands are natural pasture, 
and there are golden opportunities for 
alfalfa, as water is plentiful. As it is 
now, the dairy season lasts only about 
five months of the year. Thefe are op- 
portunities for settlers of intelligence 
and energy just a littie in advance of 
many other places. I was told of a 
gentieman, with his family, who came 
to San Luis Obispo only three years 
ago, purchased only seven acres of 
land, set it out in beans, vegetables 
and berries, and is now riding around 
in his automobile. And of another who 
had only a strong pair of arms, a help- 
ful wife, and five children. He rented 
land at first, and now, after six years, 
Owns 3000 acres of land, all paid for 
and is on’ “Easy street.” 

I visited a seed farm about fifteen 
miles south of San Luis Obispo, where 
700 acres In one body is being used to 
grow seeds, and nothing but seeds, all 
under the management of L. £. Rout- 
sahn. This gentleman informed me he 
Came to California seventeen years 
ago, almost at the poinf of death, and 
weighed only 113 pounds. He now 
Weighs 143 pounds and is in’ perfect 
health. He.is a graduate from an Ohio 
college, but had no experience as a 
farmer. He started growing seeds on 
one acre, and the present large acreage 
is the outgrowth of his efforts. I asked 
him why seed growing succeeded s0 
much better in San Luis Obispo county 
than elsewhere. He said the soi! con- 
tains a greater percentage of phospho- 
ric acid, and the climatic conditions 
more’ favorable. | asked him how 
many acres of land tributary to San 
Luis Obispo were of the quality suit- 
able for érowing seeds, He said.““About 
10,000 acres.’ “How many acres are 
now being utilized ?” “About 1000 
acres,” he answered. “Would you enter 
into contracts,” I asked, “with persons 
buying suitable lands in the county, to 
have them grow seeds on percen rT 
“Yes,” he said, “and furnish them the 
seed, instruct them how to prepare the 
soil, and pay them cash for the crops.” 
“What profit might they expect to real- 


ize, as an average, to the acre?” “From railroa 


860 tu $100 an acre over all expenses. 
One man with his family can take care 
of forty acres.’ 

This seed farm in the blooming sea- 
son is a sight worth seeing. There are 
acres and acres of sweet peas, of many 
different colors, making a eous 
Spectacie, the fragrance filling the air. 
This seed company at Arroyo Grande 
will ship this year about 600,000 pounds 
of sweet pea seed alone. There are 
fifty aeres in nasturtium seed, but the 
product of 1000 acres could find a mar- 
ket. The greater part of the nastur- 
tum seeds now come from Germany. 
The yield of seeds per acre tn San Luis 
Obispo county is twice what it is in 
Europe, The total shipments from this 
farm this year will be 1,000,000 pounds 
of seed, some of which selis at as high 
as $5 a pound, shipments being made 
to all parts of the United States, and 
even to foreign countries. Growing 
seeds for a living seems like combin- 
ing “business and pleasure.“ There is 
Said to be room in San Luis Obispo 
county for 250 more seed farmers, on 
forty acres each, and each with an 
Income of from $150 to $300 a 
Does it not good?

Economy of Automobiles. 

A writer.in the New York Journal of 
Commerce takes issue with a state- 
ment made at the recent Texas Bank- 
ers’ Association meeting, and presents 
figures to show that it is more ¢x- 
travagant to maintain a horse than it 
is an automobile. The universal in- 
troduction of the automobile which is 
bound to come, he says, is but respon- 
five to the demand for individual 
transportation—the same that 
is occu by the horse-drawn ve- 


hicle. 

Statistics show that there are 21,- 
000,000 horses and colts in the United 
States. There are about 900,000 horse- 
drawn vehicles sold annually. This is 
exclusive of farm and delivery wag- 
ona, of which there are,.in addition, 
about 400,000 sold annually. ? 

“The daily average use of the horse- 
drawn vehicle can be safely estimated 
as ah average of r miles per day. 
There are in daily use in the United 
States ,000, horse-drawn vehicles. 
It costs to maintain these yehicles, fig- 
uring the horses’ keep at $12.0 per 
month each, at present prices of grain 
and hay, and without ‘depreciation, 
$150 per annum. Therefore, the 7,- 
000,000 vehicles us! 10,000,000 horses,

Fiax and Hemp Products. 

The Russian government is encour- 
aging experimentation with flax and 
hemp and their products, and a num- 
ber of discoveries have been report 
during the past year and a half, chief 
amcng them being that of a Russian 
engineer, who staies that he has 
evolved a method of separating the 
fiber from the raw hemp, which not 
only produces a higher percentage of 
long fiber, but also gives it without 
regard to time of year or climatt- 
conditicns, an. which does not depend 
upon the q ty or quantity of water 
used. Within three or four hours 
beginning of the process and without 
drying, ropes can be made from the 
fiber which are remarkable for their 
elasticity and softness, even when used 
in damp spots or even in water.

HE public in general, seems to} 
| have little actual understanding in 
regard to the industrial possibill- 

ties of the so-called desert tracts of 
the West. Everywhere, one meets with 
fallacies in regard to this matter, or 
with theories as unlike the reality as 
the wild and woolly plays which are 
staged behind eastern footlights. 

Ex-President Roosevelt, in speaking 
to the people of San Francisco some 
seven years ago, said “in our day, the 
greatest of all oceans and ali seas, and 
the last to be used on a large scale by 
civilized man, bids fair to become in 
its turn, the first point of importance. 
The empire that shifted from the Med- 
iterranean, will, in the life-time of 
those now children, bid fair to shift 
once more westward to the Pacific.” 

In this prediction Roosevelt was 
like most prophets, greater than he 
knew. Today, the Pacific Coast bids 
fair to represent the great commercial 
power of the nation with the Orient. 
This is due to many things; but there 
is a reserve source of power of which 
we are only in the slightest degree 
cognizant. This power is in the desert. 
hitherto waste territory, the 
deeper thinkers of the Coast, are be- 
sinning to look for new worlds to con- 
quer.

ALCUTTA, 1910.—The farmer is the big man of 
the United States. He is a bigger man in India. 
There are 200,000,000 of him, and he forms the 
backbone of the country. Today he is comparatively 


- quiet. The great unrest which is going on is mostly 


among the other classes. It is fomented by the pro- 
fessional men, clerks and graduates of the government 
schools, whose walking delegates are moving about 


among the agricultural masses and stirring up trouble. 


One of John Bull's biggest problems is to keep the 
farmers attached to the government, and the British 
Officials are doing all they can to this end. Bie 


I spent an hour the other day at the Agricultural 
Department talking with its secretary, J. O. Miller, as 
to some of the movements. He tells me that the gov- 
ernment is awake to the needs of the farmer and to 
what is being done for them in other countries. He 
speaks highly of our work along such lines, saying 


that the United States leads the nations and that India . 


is taking lessons from us. 

Mr. Miller tells me that every province has now its 
agricultural department and agricultural schools. Each 
is making a study of its own peculiar conditions, and 
doing what it can to improve them. Nearly all have 
experimental farms, and are distributing seeds. Many 
are making studies of the insect pests, and not a few 
are trying to breed up the stock of their respective 
territories. At the top of the system is an inspector- 
general of agriculture, who acts as a technical adviser 
to both imperial and provincial goveriments, and the 
chief agricultural experts of the country have been 
combined into a board of agriculture, which meets at 
certain times to discuss the farming situation and sub- 
mit recommendations as to its improvement. Agricul- 
tural colleges have recently been established in Mad- 
ras, Bombay and the united end central provinces, ‘and 
there are farming branches in nearly all the industrial 
schools. : 


Started by an American. 1s 


“Our modern agricultural movement,” said Mr. Mil- 
ler, “was practically begun by an American. As far 
back as 1892 we have had a government expert to ad- 
vise us as to matters of agricultural chemistry, and we 
had begun some work along other lines when one of 
your millionaires; a Mr. Henry Phipps of Pittsburgh, 
came out to India. He was a friend of Lord Curzon, 
and as such he spent some time here at Calcutta. 

“During his visit he became interested in the condi- 
tion of the farmers and in the terrible famines which 
now and then overrun parts of this country. He be- 
lieved such things could be largely avoided by the im- 
provement of our farming methods, and he gave a do- 
nation of $150,000 to start an agricultural school and 
farm here in Bengal. These were arranged for by a 
council of state, consisting of Lord Curzon, Gen. Lord 
Kitchener and other men of experience. Some of the 
ablest experts were hired and an up-to-date agricul- 
tural college established. The fund originally given 
by Mr. Phipps has been added to, until we have now 
expended something like $600,000 in building up the 
There is an experimental seed improve- 
ment station connected with it, and also a cattle-breed- 
ing farm. There are laboratories of various kinds, and 


* im them many chemists, bacteriologists, entomologists, 


horticulturists and botanists. We have a department 
there for veterinary surgeons. The school is teaching 
the natives almost everything along the lines of ad- 
vanced agriculture as adapted to our special needs. It 
is at the top of such institutions in the country, and 
many of its students are graduates of the provincial 
agricultural colleges.” 

“These agricultural schools are making valuable dis- 
eoveries, contin«y.4 Mr. Miller. “Take the indigo 


northern 


methods of cultivation we could increase the yield so 
that we could compete with the Germans, and our 
planters are now making money. We had at one time 
competition from America. In your colony days you 
took to growing the plant and manufacturing the dye, 
but you soon found that other crops paid better, and 
the Indian production revived.” 


“What is the extent of the indigo farms?” I asked. 
“They have fallen off considerably within the last 
twenty years. We had more than a million acres un- 
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larmers wile and daughters 
der cultivation ten years ago, and ten years before that 
about 2000 square miles. These areas have been grad- 
ually reduced, until they are now not more than one- 
half the extent of a decade ago. Many of our planters 
are now resuming the business, and we have perhaps 
farms to the extent of 200,000 acres in Bengal alone.” 


Making New Cottons. 


“Are you doing anything as to your cotton?” 

“Yes. We are investigating the crop and studying 
our soils and climatic conditions in connection with 
it. We raise, you know, a short staple cotton, and our 
farmers find it more profitable in the long run. We 
are trying to improve the staple by seed selection and 
by cross-fertilization. It is difficult to persuade the 
farmers to make such experiments, although they are 
ready to take up anything that will pay. The cotton 
crop is one of our big money crops. The planters can 
always get a ready sale for it, and they raise it to sup- 
ply the money needs of the family just as your people 
raise wheat, even though other things may yield bet- 
ter. At present we have something like 20,000 square 
miles under cotton. The demand for the product in- 
creases, and we have a large export of onr raw mate- 
rial to Japan and Germany. Much of that sent away 
belongs to our coarsest and shortest fibers. They are 
especially good for mixing with wool, and for that rea- 
son they bring better prices than cotton of a superior 
quality. 

“Our cotton industry: received a great impetus at the 
time of the Civil War in America. Your cotton was 
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the government service, as we have a number of em- 
ployés who control the crop and manufacture it for 
shipment abroad.” 

“How is the opium handled?” 

“In British India it is a government monopoly, and 
it is also raised in the native states. As to the prod- 
uct of the latter, the government does not interfere, 


| but it allows no opium to come into or pass through 


the British territories without payment of duty. 


“The emount of land under such cultivation is com- 
paratively small. In the British territories it is not 
more than 1000 square miles, or about equal] to your 
State of Rhode Island. The government decides what 
fields may be planted in poppies and restricts these to 
certain sections of Bengal and the United Provinces. 
The cultivators receive advances to enable them to 
prepare the ground and raise the poppies, but are 
bound to sell their whole crop to the official agents 
at the government’s price. They send it to the facto- 
ries, where it is prepared for the markets. [ft is there 
put up in chests and shipped to Calcutta, where there 
are auction sales monthly for export abroad.” 


India’s Opium the Best. 


“Why does China, which raises opium itself, take 


Indian opium?” 
“Because our opium is the best of the world. We 


| have one kind called Malwa, which brings in some- 


thing like $8,000,000 a year. As to the Chinese, we 
have agreed to stop sending them opium if they will 
stop using the drug in the space of ten years. They 
must also stop raising opium. We have begun to carry 
out our part of the contract and are gradually reducing 
our manufacture and the areas planted. If the Chinese 
do not carry out their part of the contract, we shall 
continue to export and produce.” 

“Is much opium consumed in India?” 

“It is used in every province, although not to the 
extent-of China. The consumption is highest in As- 
sam, where it amounts to about seventeen pounds per 
thousand. The united provinces use something like 
five pounds per thousand, and the people of Southern 
India less. The drug is not smoked, but is usually 
taken in pills and sometimes is drunk dissolved in 
water.”

fact. 
While it is presumed that the Venug of Milo was cast 
up by the sea, it is known that the Maid of Norway came 
_ from the same source, and was formerly the figurehead 
of that one-time-famous clipper ship, the Norwegian 
barque Dictator, and yet very much like the Italian 
goddess, the Norwegian lass is battered and scarred 
and minus both arms. 7 
Originally the Dictator’s figurehead was rescued from 
the wreck of the vessel as a matter of sentiment, and

_ good ship. As a curiosity exciter it has faithfully 
guarded those memories. Doubtless every one of the 
thousands of summer visitors at the old resort has heard 
at least a part of the story of that noted sea tragedy, 
and not a few who still go there were eyewitnesses to 
the whole affair. It occurred on March 17, 1891, at a 
time when the resort was filled with ite quota of Len- 
ten season guests, and it is stated in the records to have 
been one of the most harrowing disasters In maritime 
history. 

The ship came out of the thick mist to the northeast, 
battered and torn by the elements, heading directly for 
the beach, where it struck at 10:30 in the morning. Al- 
most instantly her heavy cargo began to pound and 
grind within her hold as she rolled from side to side 
on the shoals. Terrific seas crashed and boomed over 
her decks, lifted her high in the air and dropped her 
suddenly upon the hard bar, and in a very short period 

‘ her massive timbers were twisted into mere splinters. 

The life-saving crew made desperate efforts to shoot 
lines across her decks, but failed. Finally four seamen 
put off from the wreck in a small boat, towing a line 
to shore by which the heavy hawser of the life-saving 
crew might be hauled to the ship. The ride from ship 
to shore of these four sailors was regarded as one of 
the most daring acts in the annals of shipwrecks. One 
moment this mere shell of a craft was poised upon the 
seething crest of an enormous billow, where it trembled 
and struggled for an upright position; the next instant

After such a daring act, it would seem as if nature 
would have mercifully relented and allowed those peo- 
_ ple to be snatched from the jaws of death. But though 
those four brave seamen reached the shore and the 
heavy hawser had been pulled out to the ship and made 
fast, it snapped like thread before it proved of any use, 
and left those on board the ship again helpless.

But the wooden 
age is a monument in several senses of the word,

Some years before the ship Dictator was constructed, 
a wood sculptor of Jarisberg, Norway, began the carving 
of a statue with no definite lines in view. It was his 
purpose to allow the image to shape itself as the work 
progressed. One night, however, while dining with a 
few friends, a toast was drunk to the Maid of Norway. 
All Norwegians learn the tale of Maid Margaret at child- 
hood. The story of the beautiful little daughter of Eric 
II, their King of the twelfth century, so infatuates them 
that it leaves a lasting impression upon the child minds, 
while her abrupt ending instills a reverence that clings 
through life. 

In the brightest and most interesting days of her early 
childhood she captured the hearts of her royal grand- 
father, Alexander III, of Scotland, and his retinue 
While on a visit to Norway, her originality and beauty 
fascinated them, and though a foreigner, they pre 
claimed her Queen of the States of Scotland. The ut-. 
most care and attentions were given the little royal 
lady, and when the visit to her grandfather and her 
new country was planned, a carefully-selected ship was 
secured to convey the party. The little one died en 
route in the year 1290, and her death so affected the 
King that he had the ship destroyed immediately upon 
reaching land. | 

The toast to Maid Margaret gave the Jarisberg sculp- 


tor his idea. An artistic temperament and an equally | 


vivid imagination ultimately brought about in his brain 
the ideal womanhood with which the Maid of Norway 
would have been endowed in her prime, and upon such 
lines the. sculptor worked. But the statue was never 
entirely finished. What would have been a highly- 
polished hardwood figure eventually became a painted 
figurehead, all due to the scarcity of such adornments 
at the time of the Dictator’s maiden voyage. A suitable

t AN OFFICE OF POWER AND THE 3 

MEN WHO HavE HELp Ir. 
By a Special Contributor. 


N the national Capitol building there is a large 
corridor called “The Speaker's Lobby.” It is so 
named because upon its walls are displayed the 
portraits of each and every statesman who has occu- 


Pied the position and office of Speaker of the national 
House of Representatives, 


This portrait gallery is worthy the attention of each 


unspeaking mausoleum of fame and glory. It repre- 
sents the hopes, aspirations, ambitions, intrigues, and 
blighted hopes of separate generations, as well as of 
successful individuals. 


Every one of those portraits ‘represents a story of 
human interest; of high hopes, deep disappointments, 


misdemeanors. Excepting probably the first orrani- 
zation of the House of Representatives, each and ev- 
ery’ organization of the House of Representatives has 
been a struggle for individual mastery and party ad- 
vantage. 

This corridor represents also the growth of the art 
of portraiture. It shows the queer costumes of the 
several generations; all of them, from -Muhlenburg, the 
first Speaker of the first House, to Col, Henderson, the 
last presiding officer of the House preceding .the pres- 
ent “Uncle Joe” Cannon. The “Speaker’s Lobby” sug- 
gests the story of the office itself, an office of power 
and dignity. 

The Speakership is second in power to that of the 
President of the United States. Nowadays, all legis- 
lation of a national character is directed by the 
Speaker; sometimes, even, of measures which’ originate 
in the Senate, because no measure can become a law 
without the consent and coéperation of the House, as 


tion Is not generally comprehended, even by superficial 
observers in the environments of the national capital. 

During the past thirty years, the power of the Speaker 
has increased; and it has manifestly gone far beyond 
the intent or the desire of the framers of the constitu- 
tion; but this is because the members of the House of 
Representatives, by majority votes, have either con- 
ferred those powers upon the Speaker, or have not cur- 
tailed the individuals in that office, who have, in some 
degree usurped powers not granted by the Representa- 
tives themselves. 

It is not generally known, but it is a fact that the 
first Speaker to assume autocratic powers was Sam- 
uel J. Randall of Pennsylvania. It was well and it is 
well for our country that Speaker Randall did so; 
took the reins in his hands, and drove the House of 
Representatives to its patriotic duty in a time of na- 
tional peril. 

On the night of March 3, 1877, when the election of a 
President of the United States was pending, after the 
electoral commission had decided the Florida case in 
favor of Rutherford B. Hayes, the majority party in 
the House of Representatives, by making filibustering 
use of the rules of the House, undertook to prevent 
final lawful and constitutional action on the election 
of the President, until the term of President Grant 
would expire. and anarchy might ensue. 

Then, about midnight of an all-night session, Speaker 
Randall declined to recognize members for the offer- 
ing of filibustering motions. He was called to account, 
and he was told that he must do thus and so “under | 
the rules of the House.” 

But Speaker Randall firmly pursued his course, com- 
pelling the transaction of business and ignoring the 
filibusters. They became noisy and threatening, and 
finally Speaker Randall, from his place in the chair 
of the presiding officer, addressed the House, and said 
that the rules of the House were practically suspended, 
so far as he was concerned, and suspended by himself. 
He said that there were higher rules to be obeyed 
than the rules of the House, and they were the rules 
laid down in the Constitution of the United States; that 
the Constitution required the House of Representatives 
to participate with the Senate in a final counting of 
the votes, and in deciding the election of a President 
and a Vice-President of the United States; and Speaker 
Randall told the House that, as he was Speaker, he 
would compel the House to obey the Constitution, and 
proceed to do business along the lines indicated. 

There were outcries, protests, howls, and all sorts of 
dire accusations against Speaker Randall, but he held 
the gavel, and with the aid of the sergeant-at-arms, 
compelled order. Speaker Randall ignored all of the 


rules and regulations, ignored some of the principles* 


of general parliamentary law, and managed that 
House of Representatives as a masterful teacher will 
manage a school of refractory boys. They howled as 
they were published, but Speaker Randall continued 
to apply the lash and thus held them in leash until 


their constitutional duty of counting and announcing 
the result of the electoral votes for President and Vice- 
President, and declaring that Rutherford B. Hayes of 
Ohio was elected President and William A. Wheeler 
of New York was elected Vice-President of the United 
States. 

Speaker Randall assumed autocratic powers and 
used them more firmly than such powers have ever 
been used by any “Czar of the House” since that time. 
Patriotic people who have had personal knowledge of 
this event have always given Speaker Randall credit 
for saving his country from an awful condition of an- 


granted to him by the House,.and exerted those pow-

archy and lawlessness when he xssumed powers not 


ers for a high, noble and patriotic purpose. 

The next autocrat of the House was Thomas B. 
Reed of Maine, but’ke did not assume autocratic 
powers. Those powers were granted to him by the 
votes of the majority party in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Speaker Reed was denounced bitterly for 


first Congress, but he merely did what Speaker Ran- 
dall had done, turn from the ordinary rules of proced- 
ure and quote’ the Constitution, which provides that 
there shall be a quorum “to do business;” and he pro- 
ceeded to compel the House of Representatives “to do 
business” in accordance with constitutional require- 
ments. 

Under the old rules of procedure, which “recognized 
the right of the minority,” it was possible for the mi- 
nority to obstruct legislation; and they did so. 
Speaker Reed declared that the majority was wholly 
responsible for legislation; that the minority was not 
in any sense responsible; and that therefore an irre- 
sponsible minority should not obstruct legislation. 
Speaker Reed was right in the abstract, and the “Reed 
rules,” as they were called, have been continued in 
operation until this day, with slight modifications. 


The principal power now vested in the Speaker is 
“the right of recognition.” That is to say, instead of 
permitting the members on the floor of the House to 
have absolute “right of recognition,” whenever they 
address the chair, that right is denied, and it is vested 
in the Speaker to determine whom he shall recognize. 


And further, on account of this condition, it is now 
necessary for each and every member who desires an 


opportunity to make a speech or do anything what- | 


ever requiring recognition of the Speaker, to go to 
the room of the Speaker beforehand, and secure from 
the Speaker a promise of recognition. Without that 
arrangement, a member of the House may shout “Mr. 
Speaker” until he is hoarse and drops from exhaustion, 
and the Speaker will never see him nor hear him. 

That all men of virility are ambitious, is well 
known, and it is particularly true of politicians that 
they are always aspiring. There is not a member of 
the House of Representatives who is not or has not 
been ambitious for the Speakership; because all ambi- 
tious men love and crave power, and the Speakership 
is a more potential office than kings can hold in 
modern times. 

Those men whose portraits adorn the Speaker's 
Lobby did not wield such power as is now conferred 
upon the presiding officer of the House of Representa- 
tives, and yet, with the power of the appointment of 
committees, they were rulers of men. : 

“My Cabinet,” is what one Speaker recently call 
his aggregation of fifty chairmen of committees, all of 
them appointed by the Speaker and all of them depen- 
dent upon him for their retention in those important 
chairmanships. The man who has that much power is 
certainly a ruler of men, and he who is a ruler of the 
representative men of this country is a ruler of won- 
derful power. Through his chairmen, and the com- 
mittee memberships, the Speaker can. control, if not 
wholly dictate, the national legislature for this great 
and growing republic of ours. 

Excepting in one case there has been no new mem- 
ber of the House chosen to the Speakership, since the 
organization of the first Congress, and that exception 
was Henry Clay, who was chosen Speaker at the be- 
ginning of his Representative career. All other Speak- 
ers have been men who have served in the House of 
Representatives for a number of years, and who, dur- 
ing those years have made friends and demonstrated 
their fitness for leadership. Necessarily, all of those 
men whose portraits are in the Speaker’s Lobby, were 
men of experience and of such superior ability. as en- 
abled them to command the support of others who 
were their peers by virtue of their elections to the 
House of Representatives, in the same manner as were 


They who have had the personal acquaintance of the 
gentlemen who have occupied the high office of 
Speaker, for an extended period of time, know that no 
weak man is chosen for that ofice. They know also 


that many strong men have striven for the honor and. 


have been defeated; notably, such men as William Mc- 
Kinley, Ben Butterworth, Julius C. Burrows, William 
S. Holman, Benton McMillin and John A. Kasson. 
Practically all of the men who have achieved the 
position of presiding officer of the House of Repre- 
sentatives have aspired to the Presidency, but only one 


of them, James K. Polk, attained that great office. | 
Some of the others have been so intent upon that great | 
honor that failure has taken them to premature graves; | 


or hastened the close of their public careers. 
Speaker Reed resigned the Speakership when he 


found that the Presidency had been taken forever from | 


within his reach. He enjoyed power and its exercise, 
but he could not be satisfied with the Speakership. If 


he could not be President he would have none of it, | 


and so he went into voluntary retirement. 


Speaker Blaine went prematurely to his grave after 


the Presidential prize had been lifted beyond his reach 
by his defeat for the nomination in 1892. 

Henry Clay died more of a broken heart than of any 
physical ailment. All other honors and glories were 
insufficient to satisfy their ambitions, and other great 
distinctions did not bring with them happiness, nor 
even contentment. They could not realize the wis- 
dom of that saying of Confucius: “Our greatest glory 


is not in never falling, but in rising every time we} 


fall.” There always comes to a man in politics a time 
when he feels unable to arise after a hard fall; and 
thus they die in despair. 

“Many are called, but few chosen.” During our 
sixty Congresses, there have been opportunities for 
only sixty men to attain the Speakership; but by re-

he will place hot coals. The object of the coals in the 
second box is that the cook may be able to renew the 
fire in the first box without putting on fresh coal, 
which might smoke. . 
Most Persian implements are very heavy and awk- 
ward to handle. For example, cooking utensils are of 
copper, and bowls for washing clothes are of earthen- 
ware. The bowls are small and shallow. The washer- 
woman has no bench on which to place the bowl, and 
no board on which to rub the clothes. Squatted on 
her heels, with the bow! on the floor, she wears out her 
hands, and the clothes, too, at a marvelous rate. It 
looks rather primitive to see a woman sitting beside 
a water course, pounding clothes with a stone, but I 
am not sure that this method, which is universally 
employed by the poorer people, is not to be preferred 
to the other.

fire at the bottom. The dough clings to the bricks, 
and is baked in a few moments. 


One beauty of this kind of bread, from the house- 
keeper's point of view, is the fact that it need not be 
made more than two or three times a year. -The occa- 
sion is one which calls together many neigMbors and 
friends, as did the old-fashioned quilting bee. 


Mutton is the principal meat. As grass does not 
grow except where it is cultivated, it is expensive to 
raise cattle. Beef is almost an unknown article of 
food, and .when it can be obtained is poor. Although 
the mutton of Persia is superior to that which I have 
tasted in any other country, I sympathize with a friend 
of mine who once said: “The term of missionary 
service ehould be shortened, for no civilized man can 
eat mutton for more than eight years at a stretch.” 


Perhaps one reason why the mutton is so good is 
that it is thoroughly cooked, and probably one reason 
why it is thoroughly cooked is that it is not intended to 
be carved. When you sit down at the table of a Per- 
sian—or rather at his table cloth, your host tears the 
roast lamb into pieces, and it is a mark of distinction 
if he offers you a portion with his own hands. 


All the large fruits of the temperate zone are abun- 
dant, and, with the exception of the apple, excellent. 
Grapes and peaches are the best of their fruits. Fruit 
and melons are so cheap as to be within the reach of 
all. The Persians never can fruit, but they hang up 
grapes in dry, cool places, so that they have them in 
a semi-fresh condition during half the winter. 

The small fruits and certain kinds of vegetables are 
not native te Persia, but they have been introduced by 
the foreigner. 

The wheat is of a superior quality. The Persians do 
not bolt their flour, so if you wish superfine white 
flour you must buy that which comes from Russia. 

Nuts, such as the walnut, almond, chestnut, and fil- 
bert, are abundant. The wine of Shiraz is said to be 
the only good wine manufactured in the Orient. 

The Persians are very fond of all kinds of sweet- 
meats, and have a great variety of cakes and candies. 
Their most delicious sweetmeat is made from manna, 
the same thing, 1 believe, as that on which the Israel- 
ites subsisted in the Wilderness. The manna is found 
on the leaves of the tamarisk plant. In appearance it 


Ba 
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is like dew. Every morning a cloth is spread on the 


ground under the bushes, and the bushes are shaken. 
The manna thus collected is niade up with honey and 
flour, and sometimes almonds, into cakes, which are 
baked. Rose-leaf preserve is one of their great deli- 
cacies, but to me it sounds better than it tastes. 

Tea and coffee are so universally used that one 
might suppose them to be native to the country. Such, 
however, is not the case. Tea was introduced from 
Russia, and coffee from Turkey, both within the past 
century. | 

The Persians belong to the “no-b ‘aces. 
Their morning meal consists of a cup of tea and a bit 
of dry bread. For luncheon they have bread and fruit, 
or bread and cream cheese. Afternoon tea is indispen- 
sable. The one hearty meal of the day is eaten in the 
evening. The poor people get along on surprisingly 
little food, the rich are often gourmands. 

In eating, the ordinary Persian uses few implements 
except those with which nature has provided him; but 
he is neat and skillful in the use of his fingers. 
Spoons, of course, must be used for some things, and 
the word spoon suggests an interesting thought regard- 
ing the modern Persians. Mohammed was a simple 
man of a rude Arab tribe. He lived a plain, unosten- 
tatious life, and gave precepts calculated to discourage 
luxury among his followers. One of his commands was 
that they should not put a gold or silver spoon into 
the mouth. The strictly orthodox Mohammedan still 
regards this injunction of the Prophet, but that does 
not prevent him from using exquisite gold and silver 
teaspoons. These spoons, however, are made with a 
bit of filigree work in the bowl, and so cannot be used 
for conveying fluid to the mouth. Thus does the lux- 
urious, beauty-loving Persian manage to obey the let- 
ter of the Koran, while evading its spirit. 

Men and women, even in the ' family, never eat to- 
gether. Most of the large dinners given are stag din- 
ners. When a woman entertains her friends it is at 
luncheon or at afternoon tea. 

As for the sewing of the Persian housewife, it is 
comparatively simple because of the lack of change in 
fashions and because the richness of clothing is supplied 
by the quality of the material and the color, rather 
than by ornament. 

The Persian woman has less mending to do than the 
American woman. There are few stockings to darn, 
because few are work There are no buttons to sew 
on. The clothing of both men and women is fastened 


: without button, hook and eye, or pin. P¢*sia would 


certainly be a Paradise for bachelors—were there any 
there. But there are none, for the Persians thoroughly 
believe the precept of the Koran which says: “The 
most wicked among the dead are the celebates.”

A Bit or HisTory FROM 
NEW MEXICO.

IS first introduction to the New Mexicans was 
H wre he strolled into qa saloon in Santa Fé one 

hot summer's afternoon, Fiddle case tucked un- 
der his arm, he walked up to the bar, asked for and 
got a drink of good old border “Hellonearth” whisky, 
and then, taking in the room and its half a dozen cow- 
puncher occupants with glance of his quiet gray eyes, 
he started to leave. | 


“Hol’ on, there, stranger,” called one of the bronzed 
cow men. “Ki'n ye play the fiddle?” | 

The stranger allowed that he could touch it up a lit- 
tle on occasions. | 


“Music’s kinder scarce around here—cut her loose 
and we'll pass the hat,” urged the native. 


Obligingly the stranger put the case on the bar, took 
out the instrument, tuned it up with the preliminary 
wails and yowls so dear to the violinist’s heart, and 
then rattled off a catchy little jig that set the spurred 
boots to uneasy tapping. Before it was finished, the 
room was filled with listeners from the outside, and 
the stranger was urged to proceed in accents to be 
heard half a mile. Tune after tune came forth under 
his touch, jigs that started impromptu hoedowns, old 


- gongs that carried the listeners back to the country east 


of the hot desert, and then more jigs. Stopping at 
last, the stranger packed up the fiddle, after a rendi- 
tion of “Old Dan Tucker” with stamping accompani- 
ment that made the walls rattle, emptied the contents 
of the bulging sombrero into his pocket, and departed 
with fifty invitations to come again howled after him. 

Three days later he appeared in Albuquerque, was 
persuaded to officiate at a dance the same evening, and 
departed with his fame as a fiddler established. In 
three months he was known up and down the line of 
the newly-built railroad and welcomed wherever he ap- 
peared. Quiet, good-natured, willing to oblige—and best 
of all, able to produce real music from the old violin 
under his arm—he became a favorite in the rough 
towns of the border. The people of the towns he fre- 
quented came to look on him as a harmless, good- 
natured, somewhat irresponsible sort of individual, but 
one withal contributing much to their enjoyment of 
life, and his standing became fixed in the commu- 
nity. 


Fiddling for two weeks perhaps at some border 
dance hall at a fabulous salary, he would suddenly 
quit, pack up, and resisting all fmportunities to re- 
main, would disappear, to come to light a week or s0 
later in some other town where he might or might not 
get as much money as he made in his former position.

Hold-ups were not uncommon enough in New Mexico 
in those days to provoke much comment when they oc- 
curred, but about the time of the Red Fiddler's ap- 
pearance on the scene a series of particularly audacious 
“stick-ups’” commenced, the author of which seemed 
both to appear on the scene of the crime and to later 
disappear with a mysterious suddenness that could 
not be explained. | 

Stages, trains, wagons and horsemen alike were met 
On one 
occasion a stage was held up in the western part of the 
Territory, and the robber, after getting possession of 
the driver's Winchester and _ revolver, laughingly 
showed the dumbfounded horse wrangler a crooked 
stick that comprised his entire armament until the 
aforesaid Winchester and Colt fell into his hands. 
Strangely enough, in a little town a full thirty miles 
away the Red Fiddler the same day had been deprived 
of his trusty Colt by a town marshal in lieu of an un- 
‘paid fine for being more than usually demonstrative on 
one of his “jags,”’ and still more strangely he appeared 
with the required five and redeemed the precious gun. 

One day the Red Fiddler accumulated one of his pe- 
riodical “souses” and was locked up by the city mar- 
shal of Albuquerque to sleep it off, the idea being that 
there was no disgrace in being locked up, it merely be- 
ing to keep the intoxicated one from harming others 
or being harmed through his condition” The next day 
at noon he was turned loose, and he told the officer he 
would go to his room and sleep off the remainder of the 
“time.” 

Two hours later, Holbrook, a wealthy mine owner, 
was held up near town, and making a move toward his 
gun, was wounded by the robber. Happening so near 
the town and entailing the shooting of a prominent 
citizen, the affair created a furore, unusual for a mere 
hold-up. A posse was hastily gotten together and de- 
parted on the trail of the robber. Beyond finding that 
a’ horse had been stolen from a ranch close to town, 
they returned with no more knowledge than they had 


' when they departed, while the Red Fiddler stood in a 


doorway and watched them return with friendly ‘inter- 
est writ large on his good*natured face. | 
Without acquaintances intimate enough to be called 
friends, the Fiddler finally became very intimate with 
a newly-arrived cow pugcher yclept “Kid Johnson,” 
and the twain admitted into their circle a nice-looking, 
pleasant young fellow, just arrived from the East and 
answering to the name of Charley Ross. The two new- 
comers got jobs punching cows on a ranch near Albu- 


| querque, and were taken for their face value, it not be- 


ing etiquette to inquire too closely into the personal 
history and antecedents of a person in the Territory. 

The mysterious hold-wps continued after the arrival 
of the two strangers; and suspicion pointed their way 
until it was remembered that the robberies were in full 
blast before their arrival. 


The Fiddler gradually restricted his wanderings to 
the railroad towns, and cultivated more and more the 
acquaintance of railroad men, his innocent, childlike 
questions about railroading, the amount of money some 
of the trains carried in their express cars and other de- 
tails of the operation of the road being answered with 
the respect due to a man who could charm a fiddle as 
he could. 


Christmas Eve, 1886, the town marshal of a little 

New Mexico railroad town—he is now a Los Angeles 
business man—received word of the stealing of a bunch 
of cattle from the herd of a rancher near by. The two 
deputies who helped the marshal in his work, McGuire 
and Henry, were put on the trail of the robbers. The 
day after the robbery, Ross and Johnson, the two 
friends of the auburn-haired fiddler, drove a butch of 
cattle into Albuquerque and sold them. They had 
hardly gotten out of town when the two deputies drop- 
ped off a train, hurriedly secured horses, and armed 
to the teeth, went riding out into the desert on the 
trail of the two men. The pursuers came in sight of 
the two suspects near a little Mexican ranch. Gallop- 
ing up, the two officers ordered Ross and Johnson to 
throw up their hands. The reply was a spurt of blue 
smoke from Johnson’s Colt, a thunderous bang, and 
McGuire slipped off his horse like a rag, the ready 
revolver dropping harmlessly into the sand. His body 
had not struck the ground when Henry's revolver spoke 
arid Ross pitched off his horse much as McGuire had 
done. 
Sitting on their horses, the two survivors, officer and 
criminal, drove bullet after bullet at each other, the 
red flashes of the guns jetting out through the clouds 
of blue smoke and the heavy bullets thudding into the 
horses or the sand beyond. At last one failed to hit 
either norse or the ground, and the officer pitched to 
the ground under his wounded horse, a little blue hole 
above his eye telling where the life had gone out, 

The town marshal referred to, who was also special 
officer for the railroad, was over in Winslow, Ariz., 


when the news of the fight came. A special train hur- 


ried him across the desert, a posse was picked up, and 
the officer found young Ross hidden in the Mexican 
ranch house, too badly wounded to ride away with his 
partner after the fight. He was ensconced in the Albu- 
querque jail, and a crowd of men gathered with ropes 
and muttered threats, their purpose obvious. With 
drawn revolvers, the officers stood off the would-be 
lynchers, and Ross was saved. 

Queerly enough, the same evening Red Murphy, the 
fiddler, who happened to be in Albuquerque got on 
one of his periodical drunks, and according to etiquette 
was locked up in the jail with the young desperado, 
Ross. The awakening of the New Mexicans was at 
hand, 3 

The jailer failing to appear the next morning, search 


was made for him, and he was found gagged and hog- 


tied in one of his own cells. What was of more im- 
portance, Ross had disappeared and the Red Fiddler 
was not to be found. When it was found that two of

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ULIAR PALMS. 


OF THESE PLANTS. 


By Ernest Braunton, 
BROAD study of the palms of the whole world 
will reveal to the student a great range in general 
appearance, not only in the plants as a whole, but 


also in the several parts. are of unusual 
interest. 


- Some of the world’s tallest nea delight to stand in 


hordes, one of many miles extent in every direction in 
|Ceylon is estimated to contain 11,000,000 plants. In our 
|own country the Sabals and Chamaerops hystrix (prop- 
erly a Rhapidophylium) form dense jungles in the lower 
, Parts of Louisiana and Florida.- (In last week’s issue, 
‘ by the way, the last-named palm was omitted from the 
list of natives.) 

. In Algiers the well-known Chamaerops humilis has ex- 
cluded the settlers from tracts of land, and in the 
Philippines the Nipa palm (Nipa frustescens) occupies 


thousands of acres in the swamps. The Phoenix in sev- 
eral species, and even our own Washingtonia, are con- 
siderably “gregarious.” Many palms are without stems, 
while some rise to nearly 200 feet in height, while in 
Southern Asia some of the climbing palms have stems 
600 feet long, claimed by travelers to be the longest 
vegetative growth in the world unless rivalled by some 
sea weeds. 

Not ail palms grow to a single stem, for one in Africa 
(Hyphaene) is usually branched instead of single- 
stemmed. Some palm stems are largest at the base, 
others at the top, and the Jubea spectabilis quite com- 
mon in Southern California, has, in its native Chile, a 
gourd-like swelling about midway to the top. Some 
palms have stems as smooth and slippery as glass, oth- 
ers have the remains of old leaf stems by which one 
may easily ascend the trunk, while there are at least a 
dozen distinct sort so covered with thorns as w prevent 
one from even touching the trunk. In the saime manner 
some leaf stems are armed while others are smooth. 
Some leaf stems are as slender as straws, while others 
are many feet in extent, in some cases enveloping the 
whole stem of the plant. Those of the Royal palm 
(Oreodoxa regia) when flattened out are sometimes ten 
feet across. 

. There are also palms which 
aérial roots near the lower part of the stem. These lat- 
ter often shove the giant plant up in the air so that one 
can walk in among the roots with the palm proper 
standing above his head. Some trunks decay near the 
ground, but before they rot altogether and precipitate 
the huge plant to the ground, the trunk above drops 
aérial roots which take hold of the soil on all sides and 
so sustain the plant in its original position when Its |» 
former trunk has disappeared. Though palm trunks 
contain no wood, having neither bark or heart, some 
of them are soft and easily injured, and others will cause 
notches on the edge of the best axe. 

- We have so many forms of palm leaves that none of 
our residents will be surprised at their variety through- 
out the world. Some of the pinnate leaves, similar to 
those on our Phoenix and Cocos, attain a length of 
sixty feet. Some have leaves nearly square (or the 
sides parallel) like a huge spade twenty feet long and a 
dozen feet wide. Many of the fan palms have leaved 
twelve or fifteen feet in breadth. Among these appear 
such well-known names as Sabal, Latania and Corypha. 
Al’ of our American palms bear their flower stems in 
the axils of the leaves, but there are several in whieh, 
the flower stem is central, and these, Hke the 7 a 


century plant, make one supreme effort and then perish. 
The true sago palm ts one of these, and one of the short- 
est-lived, flowering usually at about fifteen years of age. 

In our Washingtonias, Cocos, and many others the 
flowers of both sexes are on one plant, but on the Phoe- 
nix, Latania and a very great number they occur on 
separate plants. Some of the fruits are smaller than 
peas while others are large, as witness the cocoanut and 
fruit of the Lodoicea is a foot in diameter, three feet 
long, and weighs fifty pounds. Some edible palm seeds 
are nuts, the edible portion on the inside as in the cocoa- 
nut nut and other palm seeds are covered with an 
‘edible pulp, as is the case with the date of commerce. 
Some seeds, instead of being sweet like the date, are 
sub-acid and furnish material for jellies, ete. In 


many other ways is food obtained from palms, sago from 


the pith of the trunk, “cabbage” from the tender, unex- 
panded central leaf growth, etc. In addition, a long 
list of commercial articles and products are yielded by 
this wonderful and most ornate of all families of plants.

is known as the hollyhock fungus, a trouble from which 
we will never, as a people, be freed, for the disease finds 
a host plant which carries it all the time in our very 
common native mallow (Malva paucifiora.) We may. 
in individual cases, prevent damage by spraying our 
hollyhocks or bathing the leaves in a pan, in either case 
using Bordeaux mixiure. Frequent waterings and damp 
soil rather tend to encourage this and all other fungi so 
that unless a warfare is waged, our best hollyhocks will 
only grow under peculiar conditions. These conditions 
the writer found in an out-of-town garden with a de- 
cided slope to the north and where no water has been 
given them. As the garden is well above the city, the 
elevation helps out, for low-lying sections are most con- 
ducive to healthy growths of plant-destroying fungi. 
Hollyhocks like a frequent stirring of the soil and con- 
siderable fertilization, though stable manure is not the 
best or sufficient in that it induces a heavy plant growth 
rather than hardiness and a heavy crop of flowers. 


Cycads or “Sago Paims.” 

YCADS are in no wise related to palms, though in 

appearance they appear to occupy a place midway 
between the palms and the ferns. In reality, that is 
botanically, they are midway between the ferns and the 
conifers (pines, spruces, firs, etc.) The one we know 
best, Cycas revoluta, from China and Japan, is called 
sago palm because it somewhat resembles the palms and 
the edible pith furnishes a sago, though it is not the 
palm from which the sago of commerce is obtained. All 
of the cycads are reported to be poisonous to cattle, yet 
when the pith of any or all of them is prepared for food 
it is greatly relished in all parts of the globe.

The Greatest Horticulturist. 


E have been asked to name the man who is consid- 

ered the world’s greatest horticulturist and tell 
who and what he is. This it is a double pleasure to do, 
for he is an American, and is most distinguished in the 
line of gardening and ornamental horticulture. 

Liberty Hyde Bailey was born in Michigan in 1858, 
and graduated at the State Agricultural College in 1882. 
He was then two years assistant to the world-famous 
botanist, Dr. Asa Gray, at Harvard College. The next 
four years he was professor of horticulture in the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and was called from there to a 
like position in Cornell in 1888. In 1903 he became 
dean of the Agricultura] College and director of the Ex- 
periment Station where of course he may, if he chooses, 
remain for life. It has been rumored that he was offered 
the position of Secretary of Agriculture, but declined. 
He is a prominent member of all scientific, agricultural 
and horticultural bodies and is the author of more stand- 
ard works than any one in the same line, either living 
or dead. The volume of his work, considering its gen- 
eral acceptance and high standing, has been enormous,

HE way different people, in individual attitude to 
T life, take the Mendel law as explained by different 
people, is a marked example of the. variableness of 
man’s mental being. Because one does not understand 
Mendel as another does is due creditably to a creditable 
We 
are largely naturalists, students of nature in some de- 
gree, whose existence can easily be served by a few 
scientists. We cannot hope to become scientists by 


reading the popular literature of science, and the tech- 
nical literature of science is only in the interest of. its 


as

devotees. All's well and will end well, but naturalists 
must wait with their evidence, and scientists sonde- 
seend with their knowledge from systematic searching 
of it, and each benefit the other. 

Mendelism is an implement of science, the work of a 
scientist, who sought to determine the laws of heredi- 
tary transmission in plants and animals, experiment- 
ing himself with plants and hoping to discern the inter- 
Telationship of species. Students of Mendel would not 
have brought out his almost forgotten work, had they 
not proved his theory with their own lives. The laws 
of life in evolution are open to any student, und all 
can arrive at the same conclusion with the attitude cf 
a scientist. Without the proper attitude there can be 
no arrival, and one cannot adopt an attitude at will. It 
is a living growth. An evolutionist is a fellow cof rhe 
universal products, expressing himself in the literature 
of evolution with messages to his fellows. The mes- 
sage gets reported in all languages at the mercy of the 
reporter, and gets to all kinds of people. A few imme- 
diately see practical benefit in the report of it, and a 
curious adaptation of science by masses of practical 
people immediately ensues. Often good comes of it, 
and often we wait to see the good of it. A general 
breeder is a poor judge of a scientific man. 

The Carnegie Institute of Washington, D. C., at its 
station for Experimental Evolution at Cold Spring Har- 
bor, L. L, has had varied experience with poultry breed- 
ing, and two reports upon it have been issued by Dr. 
Charles B. Davenport, director of the station. The 
poultry press feels that it has done nothing for the 
poultry breeder, but strive to use new literature for 
old known things, and thinks Mendelism consequently 
of no practical value. It will be wise to be considerate 
of scientists by poultry breeders. Did they start in to 
get a message to poultry breeders? It is couched in 
language to scientists, and shows that they wished to 


gtudy the laws of hereditary transmission in connection 


with the dictates of evolution. These things do not ap- 
peal to the practical poultry breeder naturally enough. 
One who has studied the dictates of heredity in breed- 
ing poultry pure and mongrel sees value in what seems 
frivolous to the practical breeder, and understands a 
little what scientific research means. Poultry affords 


@ great opportunity for the study of heredity and 


genetic possibility to a student of Mendel, and practi- 
cal things demonstrate to receptive persons in a sci- 
entifically-worded message to scientists. Before one 
condemns the work of scientists he should consider 
himself seriously, and it is safe to conclude one must 
be faulty in attitude when not receptive of truths de- 
lightful to science. )

Edward Brown, in his work on the “Races of Domes- 
tic Poultry,” gives the following terse description of 
the breed: “The body of the Crevecoeur is large aud 


| Square, with a broad breast, carried well forward, a 


long, straight keel, a broad back, and large wings; the 
neck is long and well covered with hackle; the head is 
long and strong, as is the beak, which is-7ery dark 
horn; the comb is horned, medium in size, the two 
points well apart, carried in front of crest, and fine in 
texture; the eye is full; the wattles medium; on the 
head is a large crest, not too globular, and rather flat 
in front; below the face on either side are full mvffs 
of soft feathers; ear lobes small and white, but cov- 
ered by the muffs; the tail is large, and the sickles 
rather high; the legs are shortish, but firm and strong 
and clean, and the feet have four toes.”

A Matter of Quality and Package. 


From the New York market reports we learn that 
eggs on a certain day sold all the way from 70c to 24c 
per dozen. This was not wholly due to market manipu- 
lations, though in different sections of the town the 
price varied radically from that which prevailed in 
other localities. For instance, the eggs from Briercliff 
Farms (a celebrated poultry and dairy establishment,) 
sold almost exc!usively to Fifth-avenue consumers, 
brought 70c per dozen in neatly-packed cartons. From 
this gilt-edge figure the price ran as low as 35c¢ per 


dozen for cartoned hen fruit. Of course, some of this | 


product though advertised as coming direct from New 
York poultry farms, was traveling under false colors, 
as the eggs were from the West, graded, repacked and 
labeled by the jobbing trade, and in some cases by the 
retailer. Other sections of New York City, equally 
prosperous, but not in the millionaire class, showed hen 
fruit ranging from 50c to 30c per dozen; while in the 
poorer districts it went from 45c to 24c per dozen. 
These varieties are due first to quality and package, and 
second to the purchasing power of their respective lo- 
calities. When we omit the first class mentioned, the 
product at once partakes of the atmosphere of the mar- 
ket-place, where eggs are regraded, candied, and re- 
packed to meet prevailing conditions for different 
classes of buyers. = 

But these differences have but little Interest to the 
producers, only as emphasizing again the importance 
of sending to market only a prime article of hen fruit 
fruit proveriy packed and guaranteed to be true to 
label. We think it just as feasible to establish Brier- 
cliff Farms contiguous to Los Angeles as it is to New 
York City. There is always an element of wealth in 
all large cities that wants only the best, and stands 
ready to pay a handsome price for it. Such an institu- 
tion is not to be worked up in a few months—it is 
rather a matter of development covering several years. 
But it can be done, and once “on its feet” it would 
certainly be a valuable business. There are plenty of 
well-to-do buyers in Los Angeles and Pasadena that 
would buy regularly pure fresh eggs at a premium, 
were they once convinced that the supply could be de- 
pended upon and the quality be always the same. We 
know of one breeder who has built up such a trade in 
Tucson, Ariz., who cartons 10,000 dozen annually, and 
“has arrived with the goods,” te., become thoroughly 
established. If a business proposition in New York and 
Tucson, why not in Los Angeles?

SOURCE OF CAVIARE. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE STURGEON AND THE 
ORIGIN OF THE “Mor.” 


{Pall Mall Gazette:] Sir Conan Doyle’s “creepy” 
little curtain raiser, in which a pot of caviare strews the 
stage with dead and dying as effectually as Hamlet, has 
drawn renewed attention to that Russian delicacy, 
which by reason alike of its high price and of the ac- 
quired taste which alone appreciates its peculiar savor, 
has always been proverbially unappreciated by the 
multitude. As a matter of fact, not all caviare comes 
from the sturgeon, since, like other foods, it is woefully 
adulterated with the roe of inferior fishes prepared in 
similar fashion. True caviare, however, is the eggs of 
the female sturgeon, and the sturgeon is so interesting a 
fish as to be worth studying. In the popular mind the 
sturgeon is vaguely associated with Russia, one of the 
chief places of its origin, and with royalty, because, in 
obedience to an unrepealed act of Edward III, all 
“whales and great sturgeons” taken on our coasts belong g 


‘by right to the King. 


Looked at superficially, with the pointed snout and 
the mouth beneath the head, the sturgeon suggests a 
shark out of drawing, and, as a matter of fact, the« 
“ganoids,” of which it is one, occupy a place interme- 


| diate between the cartilagmous sharks and bony fishes 


like the cod and salmon. Further points of resem- 
blance between shark and sturgeon are to be found in 
the common possession of a breathing hole (or spiracle) 
above the head, in the abnormal scales, and in the soft- 
ness of the bones. For all its formidable appearance, 
in great measure the result of its great size, and in 
spite of a bloodthirsty reputation with which 
Rondolet credited it, the sturgeon seems to be no 
more fierce in character than a gray mullet or a carp. 
It has, in fact, been unable to keep its place in the 
battle of life, and its tribe is a dwindling one, which, 
like the more ancient lizards and the flightless birds, 
has gone under in the struggle. A curious and ingen- 
ious explanation of its peculiar armor was given by 
Owen, who regarded it as a provision against the baulks 
of driftwood in the Russian estuaries of its home. 
From time to time a sturgeon of large size is caught 
in the trawl on our coasts, or even in our rivers. In- 
deed, there is a family in Nottinghamshire which claims 
that no member of its house dies until a sturgeon has 
been caught in that part of the Trent. Its flesh tastes 
not unlike that of the tunny, and is, in fact, more like 
meat than fish, and fishmongers say that one measuring 
thirty-six inches at its greatest circumference is the 
best for table purposes. Fifteen years ago a sturgeon 
weighing a couple of hundredweight could be bought at 
Billingsgate for as many sovereigns and retailed at six- 
pence the pound. Today, for some reason or other not 
easily explained, since the supply is unchanged and the 
demand does not appear much greater, the price, both 
wholesale and retail, has doubled. ; 


Age of the Odometer. 

“It would surprise a great many automobilists who 
are so familiar with the name and use of such common 
automobile accessories as the speedometer, the odome- 
ter, and the taximeter, to know that hundreds of years 
ago similar devices were known of and in use,” said 
Edwin G. Baldwin of Boston, Mass. “Why, 250 years 
ago the odometer was invented by Col. Blunt of New 
York, who called his machine the “‘Way-Wiser,’ which 
he applied to the Cumberland stage coach of that day. 
This was on August 6, 1657, and the machine success- 
fully registered the miles and showed them by an index 
as the coach traveled. The “Way-Wiser’ had its dial 
face divided into three circles, one of which indicated. 
the number of roads, another the miles by tens up to 
1000, and the third circle of the dial showed the miles 
with all the quarters by and division.” 

A complete and interesting description of this seven- 
éenteenth-century odometer can be found in the books 
published by Charles Scribner & Sons of New York 
City, entitled “Diary of John Evelyn.” Of course the — 
original odometer was that used by the Chinese thous- 
ands of years ago, before the Christian era, which in- 
dicated the distance traveled by a vehicle by dropping 
a small pebble into a receptacle at every mile. Quite 
a far cry from that to the present Broadway taxicab, 
which registers whether you want it or not.—[New

Egyptian and Kaffir corn differ materially, although 
they are both non-saccharine sorghums. There are 
several varieties of Kaffir corn 
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1. Fan palms, such as Washingtonia rob 


and are white in the Jerusalem variety, and reddish 
brown in the Brown Doura, and reddish-yellow in the 
Milo. Egyptian corn is more variable in height than 
the Kaffir corn, which, coupled with the goose-neck 
heads makes it much more difficult to harvest, although 
this latter feature can be obviated some by thick plant- 
ing. Kaffir corn is juicier and better adapted for for- 
age plants than Egyptian corn. This is especially 
true of the Jerusalem and Brown Doura varieties. 
which are dry and pithy by the time the weed ma- 
tures. Although both Kaffir and Egyptian corn are 
decidedly drought-resistant, Yellow Milo is _ better 
adapted to sections of very low rainfall than the Kaflir 
corn. The Milo corn is also juicier than any of the 
other varieties of Egyptian corn, and the seed docs 
not shatter when matured like the other varieties —

HB FORESTRY SERVICE reports that it has not 
are made. 

“We regret very much to inform you that the Forest 
Service has not yet published anything relative to brier- 
wood, the well-known material with which tobacco 
pipes are made. We know that this wood comes from 
the root of a heath plant, Erica arborea. For the most 
part, it is a shrub, but under favorable conditions it 
reaches a very large size. It is native of the Mediter- 
ranean country, the commercial! supply being gathered 
mainly in Southern France and in Corsica, where the 
species grows wild. The peculiar dark and beautifully 
mottled appearance which some brier pipes exhibit is, 
we are informed, greatly emphasized by boiling blocks 
of the wood for several hours in water at a low boiling 
point.”

UCH nonsense is written about the value of cli- 

mate in the cure of disease. It is a favorite cus- 

tom for physicians to send their wealthy patients 
away for a “change of climate,” when they are at a loss 
as to what they can further do for them—or how they 
can further do them.

66q\ CIENTIFIC LIVING FOR PROLONGING THE 
TERM OF HUMAN LIF®” is the title of a 274- 
page book by Laura Nettleton Brown. (Published by 
the Health Culture Company, Passaic, N.J.) In this 
book the author sets forth how life may be greatly pro- 
longed by the proper selection and preparation of food. 
She emphasizes a great truth upon which the Care of 
the Body has insisted for years, namely, that in the or- 
dinary process of cooking, the organic salts become 
tmorganic and their food values are destroyed. She 
wisely refrains from urging the exclusive use of un- 
cooked foods, because while ideal, that would be too 
radical a change to make all at once. While recom- 
mending that at least one of the daily meals should be 
composed of raw foods, she shows how properly to pre- 
pare cooked foods so that their food value will not be 
lost or impaired. . 

The author declares that “old age is nothing but the 
lack of cells to do the work and keep the body free from 
poison, hardening deposits and fatty tissue.” 

She points out the evil effects of salt and cane sugar. 

In regard to the constant changes that take place in 
the body, the author says: 

“All authorities agree that in a few years’ time, from 
five to seven years as the longest estimate, every atom 
of the human body is entirely changed—new cells re- 
place the old ones. As this is the case, ‘perpetual 
youth,’ or at least the retaining of youth for many 
years, is not a mysterious or unnatural condition.” 

The author's plan for a long life system of diet is 
“to serve a natural breakfast, a luncheon, and a scien- 
tifically-cooked dinner at 6 o'clock. By “natural” she 
means raw food. It would be still better to omit the 
breakfast, or at least, to make it quite light—say a 
handful of fruit. 

Mrs. Brown tells us that ‘tthe animal can live only 
within its natural cycle of existence, while man is not 
limited to a definite cycle except as the race believe lim- 
its him “to three score years and ten.” The editer of 
the Care of the Body cannot see the logic of this. 
Physically, at least, man is an animal, and subject to 
all the natural laws that affect the animal kingdom. 

Again, in closing the volume the author declares that 
in succeeding generations of people who live correctly, 
the average term of human life may reach a thousand 
years. This, the editor of the Care of the Body regards 
as altogether too optimistic—not to say preposterous. 

This is an excellent book, and is strongly recom-. 
mended to readers of the Care of the Body.

nique of its use, and on returning to Germany began Its 
manufacture and sale in that country. German medical 
men and financiers soon recognized the valne of the 
method. Winternitsz of Vienna constructed a bath after 
the anuthor’s description, which was first published in a 
paper delivered by request before the American Electro- 
Therapeutic Association at its fourth annual meeting, 
New York, September 25, 1894. 

“The bath soon became highly popular in Germany. 
Hundred of light imstitutes was opened in the lead- 
ing cities. King Edward of England was cured 
distressing gout at Hamburg (sic )by means of a series 
of light baths. He had the bath installed tine Windsor 
and Buckingham palaces. Emperor William 
followed his example, as did several other ay the 
crowned heads and titled families of Europe. 

“In time the fame of the bath spread back to its 
home. A New York firm actually imported a bath from 
Berlin as a therapeutic novelty. The last few years 
have witnessed a growing interest in phototh@rapy and 
the time will soon arrive when no hospital will be con- 
sidered completely equipped which does not include in 
its outfit a full set of electric appliances for therapeutic

| The author advocates the wearing of a non-conducting 

substance such as rubber or cork and rubber between the

the same purpose as long as they remain free from
